DIRECTIONS 
FOR PLANTING 
WATER LILIES 


Be sure to have your pool 
full of water before plant- 
ing lilies. Do not plant 
them in an empty pool and 
then fill the pool with cold 
water. Have the pool full 
for at least a week before 
you put in your water lilies 
and goldfish. 


SOIL 


Plant water lilies in tubs 
or boxes, Use good garden 
soil and incorporate a small 
amount of rotted manure or 
use our water lily fertilizer 
listed on page 9. Press this 
soil down good in order to 
get all air out of the soil, 
then put about 2 inches of 
clean sand on top. Plant 
tubs are listed on page 9. 


HARDY LILIES

Tropical lilies are best re- 
newed each year, inasmuch 
as it requires greenhouse 
facilities to over- winter 
them. Tropical lily tubers, 
however, can be stored in 
moist sand and kept from 
year to year. 


HOW TO PLANT LOTUS 


Lotus tubers resemble ba- 
nanas. They should be laid 
flat. Do not use smaller 
than 18-inch square boxes. 
They should be at least 6 
inches deep. Set these 
boxes on bricks or rocks so 
that they will not be more 
than 4 inches below the wa- 
ter surface when you plant 
the tubers. After the tubers 
grow and start making 
strong leaves, you can let 
the box down to the bottom 
of the pool, even if it is 2 
feet deep. Lotus are ex- 
tremely hardy and require 
no special winter protec- 
tection.

FISH DISEASES 


In speaking of fish diseases, it 
is well to mention that if the 
proper steps are taken to prevent 
them, very little, if any, trouble 
can be expected with fish diseases 
in a goldfish pool. Once a pool is 
established, it is very seldom that 
the fish get sick unless, of course, 
you clean the pool and put the 
fish back in fresh water.

So, before you put the fish in 
fresh water, be sure that you 
treat this water with Clorout, the 
chemical which changes the chlo- 
rine gas into a friendly salt.

TAIL ROT 

Tail rot is caused more by in- 
jury to the fins and tails of the 
fish. If it once gets started, it is 
contagious, It requires the same 
treatment as fungus. Sometimes 
the tails keep rotting off until 
there is hardly any part of the 
tail left, but if properly treated 
the tails will grow back on. 


ICHTHYOPTHIRIUS 


Commonly known as Ich or 
White Spots. Tropical fish are 
more affected by this disease as a 
rule than goldfish, but for treating 
your goldfish for White Spots use 
the Pool Remedy, the same as 
prescribed for fungus. When us- 
ing any of the various treatments 
on goldfish, a small amount of 
Turks Island Salt, which is pure 
evaporated sea salt, is found very 
beneficial if added to the pool.
